Of  conrae  New  York  is  nottlie 
only  place  in  the  country  where  such 
thing*  sre  done,  but  they  nre  probably  of 
more  frequent  occurrence  here  than  else 
where.  The  system,  although  much  nrar- 
i iced,  is  nono  the  lean  unjust.  This  is 
the  way  it  is  done:  A  man  has  a  number 
of  creditors.  Wishing  to  get  either  Rieney 
or  some  other  sort  of  sut  it  (action  from  him, 
they  trump  up  pretty  much  any  chargn 
ug.iinnt  him.  BUth  os  that  bain  about  to 
leave  the  place,  dispose  of  bis  property, 
or  in  some  other  way  escape  the  pay¬ 
ment  ol  hia  bills.  A  wsrreut  is  issued 
for  the  debtor's  arrest,  and  lie  is  made  to 
answer  the  charge,  whether  it  be  a  false 
one  or  not.  Undur  the  circumstances  it 
is  naturally  hard  to  prove  bis  iunoccnce, 
and  he  is  consequently  compelled  to  pay 
a  visit  to  the  Ludlow  Street  Jail;  nn  estsb 
Itshment  for  the  reception  of  prisoners 
awaiting  tt  ml  tor  almost  anv  ufft-usr.
